The Seventh War Loan drive 
will commence Monday, May 14, 
through to Saturday, June 30, al- 
though the advance payroll sav- 
ings campaign began April 9, 
making April sales count for the 
loan drive objective. 

The national E Bond quota is 
$4,000,000,000, one-third larger 
than any previous drive. The 
treasury must raise in two drives 
during 1945 almost as much as it 
raised in three drives during 1944. 

America’s colleges and schools 
played an important part in the 

ixth War Loan drive. Surveys 
show that 20,140,000 people heard 
about the drive from students; 
11,130,000 people were asked by 
students to buy bonds; 3,180,000 
of these were approached in no 
other way; and 1,595,000 people

| Major Robert Stuck 
Killed In Action 


Major Robert E. Stuck was 
was killed in air action over 
Germany on March 13, accord- 
ing to word received by his 
parents who live in Santa 
Cruz. 

Major Stuck, who enlisted 
only a.week after Pearl Har- 
bor, trained at Ft. Wayne, Ind. 
and Alliance, Nebr. His pro- 
motions came regularly. In 
October, 1943, he was made a 
captain while stationed at Mac- 
ten, N. C. Sent overseas, he 
was made a major in July of 
1944, 

As squadron operations offi- 
cer and flight leader pilot on 
a C-47 carrier plane, he re- 
ceived the First Bronze Oak 
Leaf Cluster to the Air Medal 
and belonged to a unit which 
received the presidential cita- 
tion for its part in the Nor- 
mandy invasion. Major Stuck 
graduated from Salinas J. C. 
in 1941.

ant a proposal been submitted to 
the people for acceptance by their 
own free will. He spoke of our 
relations with Russia, not as two 
enemy nations, but as two young 
countries, each afraid of the 
other’s ideas. He gave his speech 
a quiet climax with the reading 
of a self-composed poem entitled 
“The Young Dead Soldier.” 

Tom Foster, emcee for the day, 
next introduced foreign war cor- 
respondent George Moorad, who 
spoke of the severe press cen- 
sorship of news in Russia. He 
spoke of Russia, not as our 
enemy but as an efficient gov- 
ernment bound to have funda- 
mental conflicts with other gov- 
ernments but maintained that 
these fundamental problems must 
be settled if things are expected 
to get better. 

Charles Hodges, radio corres- 
pondent of KFRC, set the pace 
for following speakers when he 
pointed out the need for free cir- 
culation of ideas, internationally, 
by radio, and the abolition of 
totalitarian control of news in all 
countries. 

Bert Silen, foreign war corres- 
pondent _recently _freed. from 


Manila, depicted the ever-present. 


sense of humor and deSire to 
make the “best of the worst” at- 
titude of imprisoned Americans 
of Santo Tomas internment camp 
in Manila during the 37 months. 

Even though the major part of 
his speech was particularly hu- 
morous, James Abbie, KGO cor- 
respondent, did speak seriously 
of our relations with Russia and 
honestly felt that peace was in- 
evitable. 

John B. Hughes nicely summar- 
ized the day’s theme by the need 
for international development of 
the understanding of people and 
governments to be accomplished 
only by a world-wide democracy 
of news.

With the spring season drawing to an inevitable close now seems 
a likely time to talk about the general success of spring sports. 
Biggest highlight was the fact that jaysee managed to feature three 


sports: tennis, track, and baseball. Although these teams did not 
make an outstanding showing, the fact is still there that despite 
world conditions the athletic curriculum of Esjaysee was not ham- 
pered to such an extent as to warrant dispensing with them alto- 
gether as most colleges have been forced to do. 

Another fact to be reckoned with is that most of the men were 
affiliated with all three sports. Not once did the schedules fail 
to coincide, and were large compared to previous war-time years. 

The student body did not show any great enthusiasm in the 
teams. Of course the students were interested in whether or not 
the Panthers won, but that was all. It is to be expected that the 
three spring sports are minor in comparison to football and basket- 
ball, at least in the jaysees and high schools. 

Tennis made the best showing on the campus as far as wins 
were concerned. The men got off to a good start, first defeating 
Salinas High School five out of seven; secondly, blanking the Pa- 


cific Grove Breakers, 7 to 0. The Panther netsters lost to Mon- 
terey, 7 to 2. They continued their losing streak in their match 
against Watsonville, 6 to 1. Their game against Monterey, the last 
of the season, found the Panthers ldsing, 43. 

The first baseball game was against Salinas High School, and 
the Panthers garnered a tie, 10 up. Competition was offered by 
the high school again in the second game. The jaysee nine dropped 
this game by a big score, 12 to 3. They finally came through in a 
practice game against a recreation group from Gonzales, winning, 
14 to 6. The Panthers continued in their batting slump when they 
lost a shut-out contest to the Toreador team. Another game against 
the Salinas team proved fatal for Esjaysee when they lost, 9 to 1. 
Meeting the Monterey Toreadors again the Panthers failed to come 
through with a win. Last Monday marked the first win for the 


Panther team during the entire season, aside from their practice 


tilt win. They finally came through and defeated the Watsonville 
nine. The Panthers ended their season with one tie, two wins, and 
four losses. 

Track made its appearance with at least three big meets, with 
SJC and the various peninsula high schools participating. The
